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TO  THE  TEACHER 

The  purpose  of  this  Workbook  for  Today  and 
Tomorrow,  Fourth  Reader,  is  to  provide  inter- 
esting and  profitable  reading  activities  that  re- 
quire a minimum  of  teacher  supervision. 

These  reading  activities  give  practice  in  find- 
ing the  main  thought  of  a paragraph  and  train 
the  pupils  to  see  the  relative  importance  of  de- 
tails to  the  main  thought  of  the  paragraph.  In- 
dependent, critical  thinking  on  the  part  of  the 
pupils  is  secured  through  the  use  of  thought- 
provoking  questions. 

Mastery  of  the  vocabulary  is  assured 
through  repetition  of  words  in  context,  word 


analysis,  and  many  varied  exercises  dealing 
with  word  meanings. 

Much  aid  is  given  in  alphabetizing  of  words 
and  in  acquiring  a facile  handling  of  the  dic- 
tionary in  the  back  pages  of  the  workbook,  as 
well  as  the  regular  classroom  dictionary. 

Exercises  are  also  given  for  stimulating  cre- 
ative reactions,  such  as  answering  questions 
from  the  context,  picture  studies,  and  writing 
of  paragraphs.
